r Yesterday and today: how SSC changed in past year

How far has this quiet and serene 
campus of American River intellectuals 
changed in the past year? Enough to 
cover the range between non-involvement 
and active participation. For considera~- 
tion: the number of people who turned 
out to vote on the two referendum issues 
last semester as compared tothis semes- 
ter’s election hassle which spread over 
two weeks; the October Moratorium 
turnout compared to the student strike. 
which is still going on, the fervor of acti- 
vity concerning the appointment of a new 
college president; the angry charges of 


racism within the athletic department 
which were calmly met by no less than 
three investigative committees; the sus- 
pension of the SSC football team for three 
years because of an ineligibility ruling; 
the expansion of the college with two new 
buildings, education and psychology along 
with the granting of a contract by the 
ASSSC Student Senate for lights for Hornet 
field, and countless other incidents. 

Along with all this substantive change 
is what Ken Owens of Ethnic Studies 
termed a ‘‘politicization of the college.” 
Never before since the inception of the 
college in 1947 has Sacramento State been 
involved in so many controversial issues 
of the day. The college as a place for

given academic credit

Alternative Education College, an off- 
shoot of the student strike at Sacramento 
State College, has been granted academic 
credit by the Academic Affairs Committee 
of the SSC Academic Senate. 

Six classes, with one pending, have 
been assigned either one or two units 
depending on the course Community 
Organization & Action (2 units), Poverty 
(2 units), Public Opinion and Mass Media 
(1 unit) and Racism (1 unit) are the classes 
listed as being acceptable for credit by 
the Academic Affairs Commitice. 

Instructors of the 18 other courses 
within the Alternative Education College 
failed to seek or failed to obtain academic 


credit which students could use toward 
graduation. The official explanation of 
the accreditation was ‘we haven't bent 
any rules. We only condensed a special 
studies course into three weeks.” 


The courses were set up by students 
who felt that constructive action must be 
taken to express discontent with the war 
and the social system within the nation 
Most regular classes are maintaining nor- 
mal! attendance, while the Alternative Edu- 
cation courses draw be'ween 1,500 to 
2.000 students daily The classes are 
held on the lawns, off campus and in a 
few cases within regular classrooms 


education and relation to the reality of 
the surrounding world has bloomed as it 
never has before. The very fact that such 
issues as racism, the war, personal free- 
doms and the values of education were 
brought up for discussion, regardless of 
whether action was taken on them, seems 
indicative of the growth occurring at 
the state college level 

Alternative education, first child ofthe 
student strike, runs along the lines of 
the experimental college of a few years 
ago and is a constructive attempt at up- 
dating the current curriculum. Consider 
along with this the degree of teacher 
student interaction which has surfaced 
during past months and one gets the idea 


that despite Ronald Reagan's recurring 
attacks on higher education in California, 
Sacramento State College is attempting 
through strength of will alone to change 
the tide of teaching and bring it back to 
the level it was before the Yeagan ad- 
ministration came into power 

The year is too full of separate inci- 
dents to coherently catalogue and draw a 
concise conclusion of the trend on which 
SSC will end in June. What can be said 
though is that a movement is under way 
which must be continued next fall and 
must be allowed to develop under the new 
administration of Dr. Bernard Hyink. The 
impetus is there, the question remains 
whether or not it can be effectively used. 


Senate vote restricts 
on-campus recruiting 


The Academic Senate voted Wednesday 
to restrict certain on-campus recruiting, 
and urged the SSC president to establish 
a “racial action program” onthe campus 
to promote the principle and practices o! 
racial equality in the broader community 

The Senate suggested that action units 
be designed to influence racist attitudes 
and practices of society in the arcas 
related to the academic interests of vari- 
ous units of the college A further recom- 
mendation asked that a college-wide 
commission be created by the president 
on recommendation of the Ethnic Studies 
Advisory Board to plan and coordinate 


the college-wide program. 

The resolution restricting business 
firms from recruiting on campus zeroed 
in on the “top 100 of those involved in 
profiting from war production.”’ It called 
for these firms to cease recruiting until 
all U.S. military personnel are withdrawn 
from Southeast Asia 

Another resolution that would have re- 
ferred the restriction in recruiting issue 
to the faculty and students for a vote 
was defeated. Senate members felt that 
machinery already existed for students 
and faculty members to get issues on a 
campus-wide ballot

Expedient challenge 
to graduation tradition 


Tradition has called on college graduates to don the 


customary cap and gown for commencement exercises. 

Conscientious and concerned students at Yale University 
began a movement to challenge this tradition — the Peace 
Commencement Fund — a national organization which feels 
money normally spent on caps and gowns could be better 
spent to help elect candidates dedicated to peace in the 
November elections 

The Sacramento State Student Senate acted wisely this 
week by endorsing a proposal that would permit the option 
of wearing suit and tie or dress and heels in lieu of cap and 
gown during graduation ceremonies. 

The State Hornet feels individuals should have the choice 
of what to wear to commencement exercises and endorses 
the pla: that calls for the wearing of peace armbands at 
graduation. The Hornet urges students to participate in the 
plan that calls for each college which joins in the Peace 
Commencement Fund to elect delegates to work in the 
selection of candidates whom SSC will support. 

Tradition should take a back seat to the pressing prob- 
lems confronting this college and nation during these 
tumultuous times.

Bill is violation of 
writ of habeas corpus 


There is a thin line between human freedoms and govern- 
mental tyranny. That line is the document set down by the 
founding fathers of our country — the U.S. Constitution. 
The protection it affords to all citizens of America has stood 
the test of time since its birth in 1789. 

The latest attempt to infringe upon the rights guaranteed 
to all citizens if a bill endorsed by Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell which is being heard in Senator Ervin’s Constitu- 
tional Rights Sub-committee. The preventive bill, as it is 
called, would permit a federal judge to jail certain ‘‘danger- 
ous” or “violent” suspects for up to 60 days before trial. 
This is a clear violation of the writ of habeas corpus.

current of hysteria among U.S. citizens, introduction of 
this bill could not be more ill-timed. The very fact that 
national leaders even consider measures of this nature 
shows the direction in which this nation is headed.

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Denault reply evades issues 


Editor, the Hornet: 

In reading the reply to my 
commentary by Mr. Ron Denauit, 
it is rather interesting , though 
not particularly surprising, that 
he doesn't take issue with any- 
thing that I stated, but indicates that 
i shouldn’t have written the arti- 
cle in the first place. He alludes 
to “conservative tactics in 
general — attack the radicals and 
therefore you do not have to ad- 
dress yourself to the issues.’ 
Mr. Denault states that instead 
of dwelling on the violence of 
hairy new lefties, conservatives 
should be coming up with all sorts 
of programs for various problems. 

What Mr. Denault doesn’t ap- 
parently realize is that programs 
are only means to achieve parti- 
cular ends. It thus follows that 
discussions of proposed programs 
are useful only if the ends are 
agreed upon. Otherwise where 
there’s no agreement as to the 
goals to be pursued, various pro- 
gram proposals tend to become 
irrelevant. For instance, Mr. De- 
nault states that | should come up 
with a program for ‘‘ending the 
war’’ in Southeast Asia, apparently 
assuming that stopping the conflict 
is the only goal which right - minded 
men can pursue. If lweretoagrec 
with that assumption, then my 
“concrete and = rational prco- 
gram for solving the conflict in 
Southeast Asia’’ would be to pull 
out. Howeer, since I believe that 
there are other valid aims to be 
pursued, | tend to favor a policy 
of winning in Vietnam, militarily 
if necessary. It would, of course, 
be useless to go into details as to 
how a military victory would be 
achieved since Mr. Denault ap- 
parently disagrees with my aims 
Since the divergent aims are a 
result of different ideologies, Mr 
Denault’s insistence that I pre- 
sent various programs to pursue 
his aims is thus in essence a 
demand that | quit being a con- 
servative and hecome a liberal 
without the necessity of his showing 
me the error of my ways, without 
addressing the issues which con- 
servatives raise. This is the sort 
of subterfuge which liberals con- 
stantly engage in with their you- 
don’t - have -a- program type 
areument 


Mr. Denault strongly implies 


that there is something inherently 
unfair about conservatives using 

the issue of campus violence 
to appeal to the fears and frustra- 
tions of American voters to de- 
feat...’’ liberals. Campus violence 
(indeed, violence in general) is 
certainly something which Ameri- 
cans have a right to feel fearful 
and frustrated about.

Governor Ronald Reagan re- 
cently endorsed Proposition One on 
the June 2 ballot 

He said passage of the $246 
million bond issue ‘‘will help re- 
lieve acritical shortage of doctors, 
dentists and nurses in the state.”

California to become the health 
care capital of the world.”’ 


Proposition One wi'! make pos- 
sible the completion of three new 
medical schools at the University 
of California’s San Diego, Irvine 
and Davis campuses. It also will 
help finance the expansion of exist- 
ing medical, dental, and nursing 
schools in the university system.

in Wildlife Biology at Sacramento 
State College, has just completed 
an exhaustive one-year study of 
the effects of caffeine on develop- 
ment on embryonic frogs. 

Working closely with Dr 
Charles Moser, associate pro- 
fessor in SSC’s Biological Science 
Department, Crase set up a series 
of experiments using common 
striped frogs With a control 
group of the same number, he 
introduced varying amounts of caf- 
feine into the experimental group’s 
liquid environment and studied the 
condition and development of the 
baby frogs. 

Photographs and detailed mea- 
surements were made from the 
earliest stage of embryo develop- 
ment through the tadpoie phase. 
The results were conclusive. Caf- 
feine is definitely harmful to the 
development of these amphibians. 

“My observations show that 
all of the frog offspring in the 
experimental group were affected 
by the drug, causing abnormal 
development and eventually 
death,’ Crase said. 

For years, scientists have sus- 
pected caffeine of being a drug 
which causes mutations in genes 
(the basic building blocks of the 
reproductive process), but little 
research has been done until now 
to verify these conclusions, Crase 
stated. 

Recent experiments similar to 
the one done by Crase have been 
made using rats and mice. The 
results have been identical. 

“This proves that warm blood- 
ed animals who give birth to living 
young are just as susceptible to 
the effects of caffeine as are 
cold-blooded egg-laying anirnals 
such as frogs,”’ Crase stated. 

When asked if he feels that 
coffee and tea are harmful to 
humans, Crase said ‘1 will let 
people draw their own conclusions 
from the experiment, but when 
my wife becomes pregnant coffee 
and tea are out.” 

‘What constitutes too much cof- 
fee or tea in the diet is still an 
academic question,’’ Crase com- 
mented, ‘‘but since a relationship 
has been proven to exist between 
birth defects and caffeine, people 
should keep this in mind before 
using these beverages.”’ 

Crase also pointed out that even 
if caffeine is not harmful tc 
humans, we have no way of know- 
ing if the tons of coffee grounds 
being dumped into drains are 
finding their way into our water- 
ways and subtly upsetting wild- 
life ecology. 

Crase undertook this experi- 
ment for completion of his 
master’s thesis. He hopes to find 
work as a wildlife biologist after 
receiving his M.S. degree this 
June. 
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[Ilusionist’s performance offers perceptive journey into the known

Andre Kole, illusionist, pre- 
sented a performance and lecture 
last week at Sacramento State 
College entitled, ‘‘A Journey Into 
the Known.”" 

After performing a number of 
illusionary tricks, Kole, who holds 
a degree in Parapsychology from 
Arizona State University, demon- 
strated his skill at extra sensory 
perception. Kole stated that with 


intense concentration over a period 
of time anyone can develop any of 
the seven senses to a superlative 
degree. The illusionist told how he 
had once heard of a man who could 
read newsprint with his fingers 
while blindfolded. Kole set about 
to develop such an ability himself 
- sometimes practicing as many as 
12 hours a day and going to bed with 
his fingers aching. Finally, Kole 
had so sensitized his sense of touch 
that he could distinguish the shape

and color of obiects while blind- 
folded and holding his hands 10-12 
inches from them. Placing two 
fifty-cent pieces, masking tape, 
and a blindfold over his eyes, 
Kole stated that his ability works 
better if absolutely no light enters 
his eyes Volunteers from the 
audience held small objects in 
front of him, and without touching 
the objects, he described and 
named them. Kole even disting- 
uished between colored scarves. 
He stated that any 8-year-old child 
can display this ability — with 8 
years of practice. 

Do the dead return? Studying 
seances for years throughout the 
world, Kole believes that con- 
tacting the dead through a seance 
is impossible. Kole gave the 
example of Houdini’s vow to return 
from death (he never did), and 
the story of the Fox sisters who 
astounded the scientific world with 
their seances, but later revealed 
their tricks and themselves as 
frauds. Kole,todemonstrate some 
of the techniques, created the at- 
mosphere — dimmed lights and 
eerie music —and brought back the 
spirit of Edgar Allen Poe 

Kole denounced such prophets 
as Jeane Dixon and Criswell, 
stating that they predict such a 
great amount of events that they 
are bound to prove correct once 
in a while. They publicize pro- 
phesies which are right, and ig- 
nore, play down, or make excuses 
for those which never occur. For 
instance, Jean Dixon predicted 
that Russia would beat the U-S. 
to the moon in 1966. Kole con- 
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siders it of no significance that a 
number of people predicted Ken- 
nedy’s assassination, for it was 
common knowledge in the predic- 
tion business that every 20 years 
from 1840 through 1940, a presi- 
dent died in office (Cleveland, 
Lincoln, Garfield, McKinley, Wil- 
son, and Roosevelt.) Anyone could 
safely predict that the president 
elected in 1960 would a!so die in 
office, and since Kennedy was in 
excellent health, that he would die 
by assassination 

Turning his lecture to a re- 
ligious tone, Kole states that there 
are certain predictions of which 
one can be sure ‘The Bible 
states certain signs which will in- 
dicate the approaching physical 
return of Jesus Christ and the end 
of the world. Individually these 
signs would not mean much, but 
the fact that all of these are being 
fulfitled simultaneously at one 
point in history is very signi- 
ficant."’ The return of Christ ts 
mentioned once out of every 25 
verses in the Bible. Kole believes 
that we are living in the last days 
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Kole pointed out that in Mat- 
thew 24:6-7 Jesus describes the 
period just before the end of the 
world: ‘And you shall hear of 
wars and rumors of wars...for 
nation shall rise up against na- 
tion, and kingdom against king-~- 
dom: and there shall be famines, 
and pestilences, and earthquakes.” 
Although there have always been 
wars, recently they have increased 
in intensity and frequency. 8 1/2 
million people died in World War i, 
§2 million in World War fl, and 
since 1945, there have been 42 
wars, including 12 major ones. 

Kole stated that the Bible also 
predicts thermonuclear warfare: 
‘“*The heavens shall pass away with 
a great noise and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat, and 
the earth also and the works that 
are therein shall be burned up.” 
(Il Peter 3:10-12) ‘Their flesh 
shall consume away...and their 
eves shall consurre away in their 
holes”’ (Zechariah 4:12). Surviv- 
ors of Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
have testified to observing these 
horrors during the bombings of 
their cities in 1945. 
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face emotional 


adjustments in entering school 


The Nation’s approximately 
4 million 3-to-5-year-old young- 
sters who arc attending preschoo!s 
this year have one thing in com- 
mon — they are all facing emo- 
tional and social adjustments once 
required only of children in pri- 
mary school, according to a US. 
Dept. of Health, Education and 
Welfare (HEW) news release. 

How are they faring? How does 
leaving home at an earlier age 
affect them emotionally? Which 
youngsters make the best adjust- 
ments to unfamiliar situations 
and adults? How can the transi- 
tion from home to preschool be 
eased? 

Scientists at the Syracuse Uni- 
versity, N.Y., Center for Research 
and Developmert in Early Child- 
heod Education are seeking infor- 
mation on these and other questions 
that concern critical emotional 
and social factors in early learn- 
ing, the U.S. Office of Education 
reports. 

‘“‘As more and younger child- 
ren each year begin preschool, 
it becomes imperative that pre- 
school practices be based on 
scientific knowledge of how 
youngsters develop emotionally 
and socially,” says James J. 
Gallagher, Deputy Assistant Sec- 
retary/Deputy Commissioner for 
Planning, Research, and Evalu- 
ation of the HEW’s Office of Edu- 
cation. 

Dr. Gallagher noted that early 
childhood development will be one 
of the major concerns of the new 
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Nationa! Institute of Education pro- 
posed by President Nixon in his 
recent education message to the 


Congress. 
According to J. Conrad 
Schwarz, director of several 


studies in this field at the Syra- 
cuse Center, ‘‘children seem to 
learn better and faster when they 
are happy in school, while the 
cause of many dropouts may be 
traced to the opposite reaction. 
We don’t want youngsters to be 
turned off by school at an early 
age.”’ 

Because littl is known about 
the emotional reactions of children 
to starting preschool, Dr. Schwarz 
has evaluated some traditional 
nursery school practices for 
helping youngsters adjust to the 
first day at preschool, such as 
a child and his mother visiting 
the school beforehand or a mother 
staying at school the first day. 

His findings: ‘dost children in 
his sample of middle-class young- 
sters adjusted to the first day 
without special treatment. Some 
practices normally used to ease 
the adjustment were not especially 
helpful. In any case, the first 
day’s upset didn’t last very ‘ong. 

Equally important, according to 
Dr. Schwarz, was the finding that 
“the more experiences a child has 
with groups of children outside his 
home, the less likely he is to be 
disturbed about starting pre- 
school,’’ Even if the experience is 
limited to Sunday school once 8 
week, this factor may be as impor- 
tant as a secure relationship with 
his mother, says Dr. Schwarz. 

He notes that there is some 
evidence that as children grow 
older, friends and peer groups play 
@ more important role than 
mothers as sources of comfort and 
security in novel or unfamiliar 
situations. 

In one study Dr. Schwarz found 
that a youngster with a friend 
the same age ‘‘seems to be braver 
in unfamiliar surroundings, more 
intrigued by novelty, more inclined 
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to explore — behaviors that clearly 
support learning.’’ 

Dr, Schwarz also is studying the 
role of the teacher in making 
learning an enjoyable experience 
for preschoolers. This school year 
he began a study of what happens 
when teachers change the way they 
behave toward youngsters who are 
fearful or unresponsive, who 
cannot profit from preschool ex- 
periences,. 

Basically, the teachers sive 
such children more special! atten- 
tion aad approval and do things with 
the children that preschoolers en- 


“If we can make tne teacher 
more attractive to youngsters, she 
will be more successful in helping 
them respond and adjust,” says 
Dr. Schwarz. ‘‘Thenthey will want 
to learn.”’ 

By continuing his investigation 
of traditional nursery schoo! prac- 
tices, the impact of friends and 
peer groups on youngsters’ 
emotional behavior, and the link 
between young children’s previous 
experiences and their adjustment 
to preschool, Dr. Schwarz hopes 
to develop a reliable way of pre- 
dicting which children will suc- 
cessfully adapt to preschool and 
to build up the scientific knowledge 
needed to devise special programs 
for problem children. 

‘When we can identify which 
children are likely to have 
emotiona! difficulties in school and 
can help them with reliable treat- 
ment, then they can begin to 
learn and cope and not become the 
dropouts of the future,’’ says Dr. 
Schwarz.

nets tallied successive victories 


over Sonoma State, Humboldt 
twice, Sonoma State again, Cal- 
State Hayward, San Francisco State 
and Chico State to capture the FWC 
crown. 

In the final weekend competition 
the Hornets needed a win over 
Chico State, the team the Hornets 
defeated for the first conference 
win and the pre-season pick to 
capture the title, in order to take 
the first basketball crown for SSC 
since 1962. Playing before a cap- 
acity house in the Sac State gym 
both teams traded baskets as the 
Hornets !ed with seven minutes 
gone in the first half, 18-15. By 
halftime SSC held a scant six 
point lead 42-36, but they sensed 
victory. 

Returning from the halftime 
intermission the Hornets jumped 
to a 13 point advantage as all the 
players were contributing to the 
victory. Again it was Third, then 
Terry Ray, then Wood, then 
Pfeifer, than Carr; all scorins 
and playing defense with the 
tenacity of a lion in battle. But ail 
the consistency of the Hornets 
could not shake the Wildcats from 
Chico. With 6:11 remaining, 
Roland Holcomb of Chico knotted 
the contest with twoofhis 35 points 
at 62-62. 

But true to form, the ever 
revolving hero spotlight turned to 
another Hornet, this time Terry 
Ray. Hitting three 15 to 20 foot 


jump shots, the hustling guard put 
the Hornets on top at 68-64. Once 
again the Wildcats came fighting 
back as they took the lead 70-69. 
Third then hit from the charity 
strip to tie the contest once again 
and Wood followed with a 15 foot 
swish for the decisive points. The 
Hornets had done it — 12 straight 
wins, the conference title and most 
of all a dream come true.

First, this proposal ts so ten- 
tative as to be practically non- 
existant. “We may know for 
certain on Wednesday,”’ we were 
told “Why don’t you check again 
on Thursday?"
